On the 6th Thomas Brennan, alias 
Thomas Dale, one of the persons 
charged with stealing the eighty-six- 
pound silver brick and some precious 
stones from the Idaho exhibit at the 
World’s fair, was arrested in Chicago, 
together with John Burgess, accused 
of being an accessory. 

Mrs. OLLIE Nyx, wife of a carpenter, 
was instantly killed at the outskirts 
of Terre Haute, Ind., on the 6th, by a 
passenger train on the Logansport di- 
vision of the Vandalia. She did not 
heed the whistle or bell and seemed te 
be unconscious of her danger. 

On the 7th Dittman’s dynamite fac- 
tory at Baychester, N.Y., blew up. The 
building, a large, low, frame structure, 
was completely demolished. 

LATE details concerning the terrible 
disaster at Santander show that the 
number of dead, missing and wounded 
is fully 1,000. 

By a collision in a dense fog between 
the Western ‘Transit Co.'s steamer 
Albany and the Anchor Line steamer 
Philadelphia, off Point Aux Barques, 
Lake Huron, early on the morning of 
the 7th, twenty-four lives were lost 
and both steamers were sunk in 200 
feet of water. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

On the 6th the woolen and cotton 
mills of the Winthrop Mills Co., of 
Winthrop, Me., resumed operations, 
after a suspension of over two months. 

THE treasury department, on the 6th, 
had an actual working balance not to 
exceed $2,000,000. If this becomes ex- 
hausted the department will have to 
meet current obligations from the gold 
reserve. The treasury officials, how- 
ever, hope for better times, and hope 
that further loss will be stopped. 

ALTHOUGH congress amended the 
Geary act so as to allow the Chinese six 
months more within which to register, 
it adjourned without making an ap- 
propriation to carry out the provisions 
of the act. 

THE collection ofantique Irish metal 
work from the Royal Irish academy, 
Dublin, exhibited at the World's fair, 
has been loaned to the Smithsonian in- 
stitution, and will soon be shipped to 
Washington. 

Ir is said that if the struggle in Mo- 
rocco is prolonged Spain will declare 
war on thé sultan and make the affair 
on the Riffian coast a secondary con- 
sideration. 

THE longest iron railway bridge in 
Germany was opened on the 8th. It 
spans..the Vistula between Forden, in 
Prussian Poland, and Culmsee. It is 
1,450 yards long and cost 4,000,000 
marks. 

SEVERE earthquake shocks have oc- 
curred in Mexico recently, and there is 
much excitement. The Colima volcano 
is in a state of eruption, and the peo- 
ple living in the valley at the base of 
the mountain have left their homes in 
search of a place of safety. The dis- 
turbances have been felt in the states 
of Oajaca, Puebla, Guerrero, Morelos 
and Jalisco. 





CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 





THe latest advices from the State 
elections held on the 7th indicate that 
Kentucky, Virginia and Maryland have 
gone Democratic, while the Republicans 
have carried New York, New Jersey, 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
Kansas. 

Tur Lyceum Theater at Memphis was 
destroyed by fire on the 8th, causing @ 
loss of $250,000. 

Wuitecars are operating iu North- 
west Arkansas. 

LONGFELLOW, one of the distinguished 
blue grass equine kings, isdead. Long- 
fellow was foaled in 1867 and was 26 
years old. Asarace horse he had few 
equals. 

A SENSATION has been created at Ash- 
tabula, Ohio, by the arrest of well- 
known parties for running an illicit dis- 
tillery in the heart of the town. 

Tue treasury department advices are 
that silver continues to advance in Lon- 
don. 

THE body of the notorious bandit and 
outlaw Jasper Gordon was found on the 
7th hanging to a tree in the Pea Ridge 
district, near Little Rock, Ark. His 
body was riddled with bullets. 

THERE were only five new cases of 
yellow fever reported at Brunswick, 
Ga., on the 5th, all of them were colored. 
There is nocertainty when the epidemic 
will be declared off. . 

TnE house of George Cooper, a farmer 
residing near Rock Island, Ill., was 
burned to the ground on the 5th, and 
two little girls, Nellie and Sadie John- 
son, aged respectively 9 and 4 years, 
lost their lives. 

Tue Illinois Central will soon run a 
series of homeseekers’ excursions to 
points in the South at one fare for the 
round trip. The object of these excur- 
sions is to find settlers for the 600,000 
acres of land owned by the Yazoo & 
Mississippi Valley road which are now 
without occupants. 

Tie total amount of paper currency 
outstanding October 31, 1893, was $1,- 
143,117,570, of which $341,681,016 was in 
United States notes, $152,735,188 treas- 
ury notes, $208, 829,693 national bank 
notes, $79,005, 160 gold certificates, $333,- 
444,504 silver certificates and $22, 405,000 
currency certificates. 

Tur imports of speeie at the port of 
New York for the past week were $280,- 
099, of which $277,608 were gold and 
$2,491 silver. 





THE PEOPLE SPOKE 


In Elections Held in a Dozen 
States November 7. 








The General Tenor of the Voice, Except 
in New Jersey, Maryland, Virginia 
and Kentucky, Most De- 
cidedly Republican. — 





State elections were held on the th 
in eleven states — Iowa, Kentucky, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, Nebraska, 
New Jersey, New York, Ohio, Penn- 
Sylvania, South Dakota and Virginia. 
State tickets were elected in Iowa, 
Massachusetts, Ohio and Virginia. 
New York elected all the state oflicers 
except governor and lieutenant-gov- 
ernor. The legislatures chosen in 
Iowa, Kentucky and Virginia will 
elect United States senators. 

The results, as will be seen by the 
partial returns below, were generally 
disastrous to the democrats. In Iowa 
Gov. Boies has been defeated by nearly 
or quite 30,000, while Ohio gives Mc- 
Kinley a plurality of perhaps 60,000. In 
Nebraska Holeomb, the populist candi- 
date for justice of the supreme court, 
developed unexpected strength, and is 
elected by 4,000. 

In New York Judge Maynard (dem.) 
is defeated by over 87,000 majority, the 
pluralities on the remainder of the re- 
publican ticket ranging downward from 
30,000 on secretary of state. The re- 
publicans have a majority in each 
branch of the legislature, and elect 90 
of the 175 delegates.to the constitu- 
tional convention. 

John E. Russell, the democratic ean- 
didate for governor of Massachusetts, 
was defeated by Greenhalge, repub- 
lican, by 20,000 or 25,000. In Pennsyl- 
vania the vote was light and the repub- 
licans carried the day with heavy ma- 
jorities. 

Virginia, Kentucky, New Jersey and 
Maryland cast their votes with the 
democrats. 


OHIO. 





A Waterloo for the Democrats, 

CoLumBus, 0., Nov. 8.—Not since the 
defeat of Vallaudingham for governor 
has there been in Ohio such a Waterloo 
to the democracy as yesterday! John 
Brown was then elected by 101,000 and 
yesterday Gov. McKinley was _ re- 
elected by not less than 80,000. If the 
steady and constant gains now coming 
in still continue McKinley's majority 
will reach 70,000. The republicans 
have over a three-fourths majority in 
both branches of the legislature, a 
larger majority than for thirty years. 
The republican gains are not confined 
to the cities and towns, but are equally 
big in the rural districts. Out of 
eighty-eight counties only about 
twenty went democratic. Cincinnati 
gives McKinley 10,000. 

It was a revolution. State issues, 
the liquor and all local topics gave 
way to the great republican cyclone. 
The depression in business, hard times, 
people out of work, the tarff and silver 
issue and the pension theme were the 
eauses. The whole state government 
and three-fourths of the counties are 
now completely put under republican 
rule. 





Gov, Me Kinley of Ohio. 
Gov. McKinley received the returns 


at his executive oftice, which was 
thronged, and thousands lined the state 
house yard. The governor said the vic- 
tory was not a tribute to him, but the 
uprising of the people for American in- 
stitutions and protection to American 
labor. 

There are 3,000 voting precincts in 
the state, and up to midnight only six 
had shown Democratic gains. The 
others showed republican gains of 15 
to100. Columbus, which gave last year 
50 majority for Cleveland, went over 
2,000 for McKinley, and this county, 
for the first ‘time since 1854, went re- 
publican. The democratic state com- 
mittee concede McKinley’s election by 
from 50,000 to 75,000.

NEW YORK. 


All Policial Factions Looked on With 
Wonderment and Surprise. 

New York, Nov. 8.—All political fac- 
tions looked on with wonderment and 
surprise when the result of yesterday's 
election became known. The vote 
polled for secretary of state by the 
New York democracy, of which Tam- 
many hall was the head, was full 10,000 
below their expected majority. The 
figures are: Meyer, Democrat, 147,256; 
Palmer, republican, 79,877. 

The greatest struggie of the cam- 
paign was centered in the contest for 








associate judge of the court of appeals, 
and has probably greatly influenced 
the general vote throughout the state, 
the candidacy of Isaah H. Maynard 
having been greatly opposed. May- 
nard fell considerably behind his 
ticket and polled 10,367 less than cast 
for secretary of state. There is little 
doubt that his candidacy was a leading 
factor in the sweeping defeat of the 
state democracy. Another cause for 
its downfall in all probability was the 
recent action of John R. McCane, at 
Gravesend, which unquestionably af- 
fected the party’s chances of success. 

The democrats still virtually control 
the local government, having elected 
their city officers, sheriff, county clerk, 
surrogate, city comptroller, justice of 
the civil court and coroner. The re- 
publicans hae onl y carried two out of 
the thirty assembly districts in this 
city; they are the twenty-third, in 
which Lawson was elected, and the 
twenty-ninth, which was carried by 
Fitzgerald, 

In the eity proper, eight out of the 
nine senatorial districts have gone to 
the democrats, and the paésént indica- 
tions are that they have carried the day 
in those parts of Putnam and West 
Chester counties belonging to the an- 
nexed district known as the fifteenth 
senatorial district. 

The State Legislature Republican. 

New York, Nov. 8, 2 a. m.—Accord- 
ing to the latest returns the state leg- 
islature will stand: Senate—Republic- 
ans, 19; democrats, 13; house—repub- 
licans, 72; democrats, 55, a republican 
majority of 24 on joint ballot. 

Schierén Elected Mayor of Brooklyn. 

BrRooKLYN, Nov. &—Schieren is 
elected mayor of Brooklyn by over 20,- 
000 majority. Gaynor’s majority for 
judge is over 25,000 in Kings county. 


IOWA. 








A Sweeping Republican Victory. 

Des Moinrs, Ia., Nov. 8—The story 
of the clection yesterday can be told 
in a few words. It was a sweeping re- 
publican victory, giving to that party 
the governor, state officers and the 
general assembly with the power to 
elect a United States senator to suc- 
ceed J. E. Wilson. 

The day was warm throughout the 
state and the total vote small. The 
republicans gained from four to six to 
the precinct. This, added to the 22,000 
republican plurality of last year, will 
make up the plurality of 30,000 or more 
for Je¢kson. The Bennett-Mitchell 
(pro.) ind¥. M. Joseph (pop.) vote ac- 
cording to present indications will 
reach 20,000 and 25,000 respectively. 
Five hundred and twenty-five precincts 
give Jackson, 66,639, and Boies, 52,039. 
A net republican gain of 2,261. ‘This 
indicates a plurality of 34,000 for Jack- 
son. 


MASSACHUSETTS. ° 





An Overwhliming Republican Victory. 

Boston, Nov. 8.—The election in Mas- 
sachusetts resulted in an overwhelming 
republican victory, such a one as that 
party has not experienced in this state 
before for nearly a decade, They have 
elected their candidate for governor by 
a plurality rising 35,000; their candi- 
date for lieutenant governor by a plu- 
rality, probably 10,000 greater, and 
there is no reason to doubt that the 
plurality of the other nominees on their 
state ticket will equal that of the gov- 
ernor. They have seven out of eight 
councillors, an overwhelming majority 
in the legislature, and a large propor- 
tion of the county officials. 

Late returns show that Mr. Green- 
halge has been elected governor by

38,752; Greenhalge, 29,005; democratic 
plurality.

At re- 
publican headquarters it is claimed 
that they have elected county officers 
in eighty of the 105 counties in the 
state and that complete returns will 
show the republicans to have plurality 
in the state of from 30,000 to 35,000. 
Populists claim the state by frem 15,- 
000 to 20 000 over the republicans and 
to have carried sixty of the 105 counties. 
The democratic vote will not exceed 
25,000, a much less number than the 
democratic leaders anticipated. It 
seems probable that the republicans 
have elected nine district judges, the 

populists three and democrats one. 


MISSOURI. 


Republicans Carry the School Board 
Election in St. Louis. 

St. Louris, Nov. 8.—The result of the 
school board election, which was held 
in this city yesterdey, was a repub- 
lican victory. The republicans secured 
ten outof the twelve members balloted 
for—four of the members so elected 
being voted for in the city at large, 
and six in the districts. Tze democrats 
elected only two district members— 
one in the first district, where the dem- 
ocratie nominee had no opposition in 
the republican party, and one in the 
fifth district, which is composed of the 
reliably democratic tenth and four- 
teenth wards. 


NEW JERSEY. 











One of the Hardest Fought Elections in 
Many Years. 

NEWARK, Nov. 7.—The election in 
this city has been one of the hardest 
fought in many years, and many are 
predicting republican success. The 
vote in many districts is larger than it 
was during the presidential election. 
Nine repeaters were arrested during 
the day, but ademocratic police justice 
paroled each of them to go on their 
own recognizance.

Taunted the Wrong Man. 
A tragedy is reported from Wave 
cownty, Ga., in which Isaac Williams 
was the victim and John Wilson the 
perpetrator. 
There was in the neighborhood a young wom- 
anof whom Williams was greatly enamored, 
but he was very slow about marrying her. 
Subsequently Wilson entered the arena, pro- 
posed marriage, and the woman became his 
wife. Recently Wilson has had cause to sus- 
pect that Williams was a visitor to his house 
during his absence. When he returned home 
the other day he found his wife suffering from 
a@ severe beating which her old lover had given 
her for not keeping an appointment with him. 
Wilson had a warrant issued for the arrest of 
Williams, upon hearing of which the latter 
sought the husband and taunted him with re- 
sorting the law instead of fizhting it out. 
“T hear you intend to have me arrested,” said 
Williams; “but I am ready for you, and you 
will get the worst of it if you ever trifle with 
me.” 
Thereupon Wilson procured a shotgun, and, 
hunting up Williams. filled him with bullets.

The Causeand the Cure, 








(Contributed by West.) 


Mr. Epiror:—In support of some 
statements in my last article I would 
like to refer your readers to an article in 
the Forum for Oe ober, contributed by 
Bishop Atticus G MHaygood: 

All may not accord w.th his views; but 
two things must be admitted by every 
intelligent man, 

1, That Bishop Haygood is one of 
the staunchest friends that the Negro 
has in this country. He has given some 
of hie best years and best efforts of his 
life for our elevation. 

2. He expresses the sentiment of 
the most conseryativa and kindly dis 
posed white people of the South. How- 
ever any may differ from the v.ews and 
sentiments therein expressed, it is folly 
to affect to be indifferent to them We 
cannot afford to ignore them. We must 
read and consider what he says. 

As a remedy for lynching he gives the 
following: 

“It is vital to the Negro race that those 
they. look to for guidance, should teach 
them that rape must cease. At this 
time let them lay the emphasis of ex 
hortation and warning on this particue 
lar crime against the white race, 

If the negro preachers and N gro 
School Teachers can be awakened as to 
their duty in this particular matter 
they can do more tien all oilers to- 
gether, 

They are everywhere in the South; 
there thousan’s of them * * * J, 
these are brought to anderstand that 
upon them at this time, is the exigent 
duty of teaching their people that the 
assaulting of white women must cease 
* * * the erime will be less common 
in a few weeks; by and by it will be so 
rare that lynching will end.” 

If we admit that any considerable 
part of these alleged crimes are true 
(andI think we must,)then these are 
not only sound words of advice, but 
they set forth the only true remedy for 
lynching, 

The time will never come when a de~ 
ecnt woman can be outraged ina civi 
lized community without an outburst of 
righteous indignation. To expect it 
otherwise is as unreasonable as to ex 
pect that asbock would not foliow the 
explosion of dynimite or gunpowder, 
Bishops Haygood well says,—‘'These 
things make righteous men mad,” 

I contend, asevery just man must, 
that the Jaw should be allowed to take 
its course and mete out justice to every 
person accused of crime. A man ac 
cased of rape should have a fair tria), 
for herein, and here only lies my safety 
and that of every good citizen, aud ifa 
criminal must be executed it should be 
“one decenty. Buteven legal execu- 
iva 18 not a remedy for rape any more 
than it is for murder or for any other 
capital crime. 

I regard itasa hopeful sign of the 
times that the press is giving for:h no un 
certain suund on this subject. Note the 
following which I clip from a recent is 
sue of the Chattanooga Times: 

LYNCH LAW AGAIN. 


“Lynch law will end in the south just 
as soon a8, and no soonerthan, an in- 
telligent public sentiment is aroused 
agaiostit. So longas the doctrine of 
justification is preached—so long as it is 
claimed and admitted that lynching is 
the only proper punishment for the 
«rime it occasions, just so long every ra. 
pist_and murderer willbe strung ,op to 
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PERFUME RIES. 
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the nearest tree. Butit should be re- 
membered that every sach act isa violas 
tion oflaw. The respect for legal au+ 
thority, the power of the constituted aus 
thorities, the dignity of the state is put 
incontemptevery time a mob under. 
takes to punish a criminal by hangman’s 
justice. 

What is the remedy? Simply this: 


ties will follow up every caseof lynch- 
ingand will punish ever lyncher. It is 
a disgrace and ashame to the fair name 
of the southern states, that no instance 
can be cited wherein the lynchers have 
been punished. Rigid enforcement of 
the law in one case only would have an 
eflect that would be felt throughout the 
whole country. If those who take the 
lawixtotheir own hands are made to 
feel the terrors of the law, they and ali 
who know them will have an increased 
respect for its power. 

Butzso Jong as lynchers go uppunish~ 
ed, just'so iong will the south be made 
to suffer the stigma of lawlessness, and 
every interest shares the burden. Can 
we expect that capital will come, that 
intelligent settlers willcome into a reg- 
ion where mob law rulesinany respect? 
Certainly not, and so it is we claim that 
the first du‘y of every good citizen is to 
insist upon rigid enforcement of law 
against each and every lyncher.” 

But let all this be accomplished in ac- 
cord with the most sanguin hope. Let 
lynching cease and the law take the 
place of the mob; still every sane man 
must admit that solongas rapes occur 
communities will be shocked and thrown 
into frenzies of excitement The only 
remedy for crime is prevention, ‘An 
ounce of preventionis worth a pound 
of cure.” 

Who can deny that this is true? Tnen 
itis also true that, as Bishop Haygood 
says: Ifthe preachers and teachers do 
their duty in this particular the crime 
would become so rare that lynching 
would cease.”

Now in the name ofall that 
is holy what good would it do ‘Wes’ 
or the race at large to have another 
“Farce” added to the long list of our 
failures Weon our part hope that it 
may meet inall the dignity that the 
learning of the times demand and with 
no passion save that which earnest 
rightousness envokes. We predict that 
no threat will be uttered, that no word 
will be spoken to arouse tha yiciousness 
of the illiterate Negro and that many 
white hearts before unstired will beat in 
unison with the long suffering Afro 
American. If we ourselves do not live 
tosee the white harvest of the seed 
about to be sowr, shall we for that cau:e 
pronounce it a failure. By po means. 
The reaper does not aiways follow hard 
upon the heels of the sower buf the time 
of gathering comes on nevertheless. In 
conclusion Sir: Allow us to say that in 
eur mind no fair minded man can say 
or believe that a newspaper editorial is 
cayable of inflaming the hearts of the 
black man with prejudice against the 
whites. The Negro loves the children 
of his ex-master and in many a case he 
pays frequent calls to the ‘*Home- house 
to do acts of kindness for his ex-owner 
The way in which the Negro conducted 
himself during the war, the way in 
which he strove to support his master’s 
family to satisfy their wants and friead- 
ehip, he mast be friendly himzelf, Let 
him remember that intelligence has 
always ruled and always will, that social 
equality is an eternal impossibility and 
should beso Whenthse Afro Ameriv 
can and the caucasion ehall each 
decide upon a course of perfect 
honesty and each shalltry to do iis 
best for the advancement of all, but 
each in his respective field, then may 
we expect to see the ivjustice of cens 
turies up rooted and overturned.

HOUSEHOLD BREVITIES. 


*—Union Cake.—One-half cup butter, 

one-half cup milk, one cup sugar, one 
and two-thirds cup flour; one egg, not 
beaten; two-thirds of a cup of raisins, 
two teaspoons of baking powder, and 
one of lemon extract.—Detroit Free 
Press. 

—Parsnip Fritters.—Boil in salted 
water until tender; then trim the par- 
snips into neat strips of the size ofa 
cigarette. Dip in fritter batter and fry 
in deep fat quickly. One egg, a large 
tablespoonful of flour and milk enough 
te reduce it to the consistency of thick 
cream will fry quite a dish of parsnips. 
—Country Gentleman. 

—Lily Cake.—Rub to a cream two 
teacupfuls sugar, with one-half teacup- 
ful butter, add one teacupful milk 
slowly, three teacupfuls flour with 
which is sifted two teaspoonfuls bak- 
ing powder, and one teaspoonful ex- 
tract of lemon or bitter almond, and 
lastly the whites of three eggs beaten 
stiff. Bake quickly ina square tin.— 
Orange Judd Farmer. 

—Chicken ala Royale.—Season and 
roll boiled chicken in flour, and brown 
in butter. Serve with sauce of two 
tablespoonfuls of braided flour, three 
cupfuls of chicken stock, one-half bay 
leaf, one teaspoonful each celery, salt 
and chopped parsley. Boil twenty 
minutes, strain and add eight chopped 
mushrooms. Cook ten minutes. Add 
the yolks of two raw egg's and the juice 
of one-half of a lemon.—Good House- 
keeping. 

—Quince Apple Sauce.—Take two- 
thirds of apple sauce to one-third 
quince. Peel, quarter and core the 
Guinces, and stew them ina very little 
water till tender. Press them through 
«coarse sieve and add them to the 
stewed apple, add three-quarters of a 
pound of sugar to one pound of mixed 
apple and quince. Stew quickly till 
done; the longer it is boiled the darker 
the color. Omit the lemon inthe apple 





when made with quince.—Boston 
Budget. 
—Pepper Mangoes. —Carefully cut 


the tops from large green peppers, and 
remove the seeds: put a teaspoonful of 
salt in each one, rub the _ inside 
thoroughly with it, stand them up, and 
cover with cold water. After standing 
over night, drain, rinse and fill with 
the following mixture: Two large 
onions chopped, two tablespoonfuls each 
of sugar and mustard seed, one table- 
spoonful each of grated horse radish 
and celery seed, and one teaspoonful 
each of cinnamon, cloves, ginger and 
pepper. Put on the covers, tie tightly, 
set in a jar and cover with strong, cold 
vinegar.—Country Gentleman. 

—Onion Soup.—Put half a pound of 
good butter into a stew pan on the fire, 
and let it boil until it has done making 
a noise; then have ready twelve good- 
sized onions, peeled and cut small; throw 
them into the butter, add a little salt, 
and stew them a quarter of an hour. 
Then dredge in a little flour, and stir 
the whole hard; and in five minutes 
pour in a quart of boiling water, and a 
juarter of a pound of the upper crust 
of bread cut small. Let the soup boil 
ten minutes longer, stir it often; and 
after you take it from the fire stir in 
the yolks of two beaten eggs, and serve 
it up immediately.—Ohio l'armer. 

—Spiced Beef Ham.—Make sa pickle 
in the proportions of one and one-half 
pound of salt, one-half pound of sugar, 
one-half ounce of saltpeter to one gal- 
lon of water: boil and skim, and when 
cold throw over the beef hams. Let 
them remain in pickle for nine days, 
being particular to turn them every 
day; then place them on a table to 
drip a few minutes, but do not wipe. 
Hlave ready a generons supply of all- 
spice, cloves and black pepper, rub 
thoroughly into the hams, wrap each 
tightly with string and hang up to 





dry. In about two weeks you can be- 
gin to use if desired.—Rural New 
Yorker.
